This application is the national stage application of international application 
PCT/GB00/02364. The national stage was commenced under 37 C.F.R. § 1.491 on 
December 12, 2001. Attached hereto as Exhibit A are true copies of 1) a Transmittal 
Letter to the U.S. Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) Concerning a Filing Under 
35 U.S.C. § 371, mailed by Applicants by Express Mail on December 12, 2001, 
indicating that this was a first submission of items concerning a filing under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 37d, 2) a return post card which was stamped by U.S.P.T.O. personnel on December
